For the first time ever, a key Indiana 
Senate committee has approved a mea- 
sure allowing carryout Sunday alcohol 
sales. 

The Senate Public Policy Committee, 
typically a graveyard for such bills, vot- 
ed unanimously Wednesday to allow 
convenience, grocery, drug and liquor 
stores to sell alcohol from noon to 8 p.m. 
on Sundays.

The measure, Senate Bill 1, now 
moves to the full Senate. 

The historic vote is the most signifi- 
cant step yet in the effort to end Indi- 
ana’s Sunday sales ban, which has been 
in place since federal Prohibition ended 
in 1933. 

The difference this year is that the 
state’s small but powerful liquor store 
industry has thrown its support behind 
the bill. Liquor store owners have tradi- 
tionally opposed Sunday sales, fearing

Clay’s ascent required 
help from across the aisle 
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There is no simple explanation for 
how Stephen Clay ousted fellow Demo- 
crat Maggie Lewis to take over the City- 
County Council’s top leadership posi- 
tion Monday. Clay’s improbable, Repub- 
lican-fueled rise to power has left coun- 
cil members on both sides of the aisle 
straining to process what happened — 
and what it means. 

The volatile brew of ambitions and 
egos that propelled Clay’s ascent — ata 
time when he is facing a public accusa- 
tion, which he denies, that he groped a 
boy more than a decade ago — has re- 
shaped council leadership and is ex- 
pected to upend the council’s system for 
reviewing and passing policy. 

The dizzying shakeup has left most 
members unsure how the council will 
function and what agenda Clay will pur- 
sue in the months ahead. Clay has not 
revealed his plans or the promises he 
made to garner support from nine Re- 
publicans and four other Democrats to 
topple Lewis, the longtime president, on 
a 14-1 vote. 

Republicans were guided by a 
straightforward motive: ending Lewis’ 
practice of stacking council committees 
with Democrats. Republican Minority 
Leader Michael McQuillen has said Clay 
pledged to put some Republicans in 
committee leadership positions while 
also balancing out committees so they 
are no longer dominated by Democrats
